JACKSONVILLE, Fla., April 5—(UP)—A hunch and a mine detector led postal inves- 
tigators to the bulk of $180,000 stolen from the U.S. mails by a postal employe two years 
ago. it was announced Friday... 

Since May 17, 1944, Postal Inspector Walter Palmer, of Jacksonville, and other investi- 
gators had sought the stolen fortune—the greatest amount of money ever to be pilfered 


from the United States mails.

in the red beret. 

NELSON GETS 73 

Nelson was still off the beam 
with a 37-36—73 today for a very 
shaky 145. His partners in this 
bracket were Jimmy Demaret, 
Foulis and Ferrier. 

Keiser’s play has left little to 
be desired. Lightly regarded in 
pretourney speculations, he was 
placed in the field in the Calcutta 
Pool and sold along with seven 
others for $1,250. 

He got back in tournament golf 
last November after being is- 
charged from the Navy, where he 
served 31 months as a storekeeper 
first class. Most of his service was 
aboard the light carrier Cincin- 
nati. 

Although Keiser’s showing here 
has been surprising, he cannot be 
classed as an unknown. He stands

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Remove the Margarine 


One of the consequences of the butter 
shortage may be to bring Congress to its 
senses and repeal the discriminatory 
special tax on dealers and manufacturers 
of margarine. — 

The tax never should have been levied 
in the first place. Under the guise of pro- 
tecting the public against deception, an 
econpmic pressure group put through the 
special margarine tax. The federal tax 
amounts to 1-4 cents a pound for the man- 
ufacture of uncolored margarine and 10 
cents a pound for the manufacture and 
sale of colored margarine. These are in 
addition to federal license fees amounting 
to $600 a year for the manufacturer of 
margarine, $480 a year if he sells colored 
margarine and $200 a year if he sells un- 
colored margarine. The federal license fee 
for tne retailer is $48 a vear for colored 
margarine and $6 a year for uncolored 
margarine. 

And this is only the beginning. Seven 
states have manufacturers licenses vary- 
ing from $5 to $1,000 a year; 14 states have 
State license fees for wholesalers of mar- 
garine varying from $24 to $1,000 a year; 
12 states have license fees for retailers of 
margarine varying from $1 to $400 a year; 
four have license fees for boarding houses 
serving margarine, varying from $2 to $5 
a year; six have a state tax of 5o 15 cents 
a pound on all margarine sold in the state; 
25 prohibit the sale of colored margarine 
entirely, and so on. 

These oppressive measures ‘have had 
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two consequences: they have deprived the 
buyer of the right to buy a commodity at 
half the cost of butter; they have brought 
retaliatory taxes on butter. In both in- 
stances, the consumer, as usual, has been 
the loser. 

Up until now, the pressure from the 
dairying states has been strong enough to 
retain these high taxes. The butter short- 
age may change the pictures. People can't 
bite off their noses to spite their faces in- 
definitely. 

Of the two bills in Congress, the Senate 
measure is preferable. It permits oleomar- 
garine or margarine to be labelled either 
way and to be made without additional 
coloring matter. It removes the special tax 
on dealers and manufacturers. 

The taxes interfere with the distribu- 
tion and utilization of certain of our fat 
resources. When fortified margarine is 
used in place of butter as a source of fat 
in a mixed diet, no nutritional difference 
can be observed. So says the Food and 
Nutrition Board of the National Research 
Council. 

It is time the health of the people was 
placed above the economic interest of cer- 
tain producers. In ordinary times, the di- 
etary welfare of the nation, especially 
among the lower-income groups, was hin- 
dered by the margarine taxes. Today the 
butter shortage is bringing about a wuni- 
versal demand for the removal of a dis- 
criminatory food tax. The issue is up to 
congress.

unable to work, by sending them to the gas chambers. They also 
sent there the old, who could not work. 

Mrs. Nova also saw her 88-year-old mother sent to the gas cham- 
ber. There, crowded ‘into the rooms, behind locked doors, the 
people waited for the pellets to fall from the ceiling container. Once 
they fell, the people coughed, strangled, screamed and died. 

The Nazis looked in through heavy glass windows. 

Once done, the bodies Were sent to the crematories. Other 
groups replaced them in the gas chambers once the rooms were 
cleaned and made ready. 

The children who rode off in the truck, their tear-stained faces 
pressed in fear against the windows, may have been sent to death 
in the same manner. Or they may have been scattered throughout 
Germany. 

No one knows. They did not know until three years had passed 
that all the men of the town had been killed. 

This was the German reply to the killing of one of their worst 
criminals, Reinhardt Heydrich.

They already had 
accepted them and the philosophy behind them. , 

It will be a tragic day if we, and the rest of the world, forget 
this about Germany. It will be a sadder day if we fail to note, 
in our own communities, any effort to create hatred of other peo- 
ples, or other religions. We are not a super-race here in America. 
We are, we hope, a good, ambjtious people with Christian ideals. 
Don’t let intolerance, prejudice or hate of others grow in any com- 
muhity.

WASHINGTON—The main significance to be 
attached to the election of Rep. Carroll Reece, 
of Tennessee, as the new Chairman of the Re- 

publican National Committee lies in relation to the candidacy of 
either Sen. Robert A. Taft or former Gov. John W. Bricker, of Ohio, 
for the Republican presidential nomination two years hence. 


One or the other of these two Old Guard stalwarts is expected 
to be an active contender for the party nomination in 1948. Both 
coming from Qhio, they have alternated in past presidential elec- 
tion years in projecting their names for the nomination. 

By right of sequence it will be Sen. Taft's turn to make the race 
next time. He was first a candidate in 1940, when Wendell Willkie 
beat the Old Guard machine and walked away with the prize. Four 
years later he stood aside by previous agreement, it was under- 
stood, and allowed Gov. Bricker to have his fling. 


Bricker, too, was defeated, but ended up with second place on 
the ticket; so that it should be Sen. Taft’s time to make another 
bid for the nomination when 1948 rolls around. 


Both are currently mentioned as strong possibilities for °48, 
and both are credited with having lingering: White House ambi- 
tions.
